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FOREWORD 


HE extensive collection contained between the covers of the pres- 

ent catalogue was assembled by Mr Peter W. Rouss—the son of 

Charles (Broadway) Rouss, founder of the famous New York de- 
partment store—and by Mrs Rouss, over a period of more than thirty years 
and largely by liberal purchases from these Galleries. In the descriptions 
for the evening session appear again pictures from many of the celebrated 
collections of the past: those of Peter A. Schemm, Emerson McMillin, 
Leslie D. Ward, George A. Hearn, and many others, while the Louis XV 
and Louis XVI furniture recalls the names of Capt. DelLamar and ‘Diamond 
Jim’ Brady, and the expansive luxury of their era. 

Among the canvases of the collection, comprising representative ex- 
amples of the majority of the popular painters of the nineteenth century, 
are no less than four skillful genre scenes, with satirically flamboyant figures 
of cardinals, by Vibert; the luminous Far Western landscapes, Yellowstone 
Park and Toltac Gorge, by Thomas Moran; two important panoramic 
scenes of George Inness’ early maturity; two paintings of autumn by Mur- 
phy; the large Wyant, Landscape—M ountain Scene, from the McMillin 
collection; two characteristic female heads by Henner; and three lyrical 
Cazin landscapes from the George A. Hearn sale. With these may be men- 
tioned a small group of bronzes, including the lively equestrian figures of 
Gérome and Meissonier, and Remington's well-known Bronco Buster. 

The appointments of the Garfield Place mansion comprised, in addi- 
tion to the French furniture mentioned above, a rich array of bronze doré 
clocks and candelabra, marble furniture and statuary, hangings, Japanese 
ivories, silver, and fine table porcelains. The rugs are of exceptional merit 
and include a number of Aubussons and of the best modern and semi-antique 
weaves of Sarouk and Tabriz, the smaller Sarouks being especially com- 


mended to the attention of the collector.
